The New Zealandebs-Wh v TiiEy Left New 
Zealand.— Tho immigranta brought to thia port 
from New Zealand by the &.naie Kimball are, as a 
class, as^hardyiiuid ^M-looking ^a,set of men as 

we have ever hiid the pleasure of meeting. 
They are regular "hard-tlsts" — stout, obie- 
bodied fellows, who will give u good account of 
themselves in whatever section they may elect to 
settle down. They areiinostly men of intelligence 
and experience — have washed gold Irom the 
sands of Au»trali.i and New Zealand, and in the 
same spirit of adventure which Induced them to 
quit their early homes and establish themselves in 
those auriferous countries, have como hither — 
"to settle," as one said to us, "if we like the coun- 
try." We hope they will. In cjnversation with 
several of their number yesterday, we were told 
that the reason of their leavinif Now Zealand was 
on account of the scarcity of timber in moat of ihn 
mining districts. For miles and miles not a tree 
is to be seen, not u stick of wood thicker than 
your wrist or longer than your arm, is picked up, 
and such a thing an lire— save for cooking pur- 
poses-is a luxury unheard of at tho mines. As soon 
as cooking is over the fires are carefully extin- 
guished and every piece of charred wood— if no 
larger than one's finger — is carefully laid aside 
until needed ill the preparation of the next meal. 
On Suiid.iys parlies of men stall out from the dif- 
ferent mining camps and scour the sui rouinJirig 
country for miles in search of firewDod for the 
week's coii.suinptioii, nnd, haviiii; olit. lined il piece 
by piece, pack their loads on their backs to ciiiip. 
Deep riiKiiiii(is, no matter how liidi, are hardly 
workable lioiu the same cause — it being found ut- 
terly iuipossihle to obtain timber to render the 
siia:t4 safe, and many lives have been loatip con- 
sequence. There is every evidence that tho whole 
country was once densely wooded, as twenty, 
thirty, and fifty fectbennalh the surface, innuiuer- , 
able decayed logs and trees are met with ; and at i 
the Waiporl dif,'nings— a very rich locality— the 
miners liii/ fer tluirJiitWDod, and iiblain a moder- 
ate supply'titci'ii fei't- iimler ground! jteceiitly 
a bed uf li^'nite was fouiiil, wliicli answers to some 
extent as fuel ; but the empyruiiialic odor arising 
therelrom while b. ruing renders it disagree- 
iible and sickening to those who inhalo it. 
Where lignite is found, it is believed that coal is j 
not far distant, and hones are entertained that vast I 
beds of bituuienous and authracite will shortly bo | 
discovered. Skeletons of huge birds and animals 
—larger than any now known— are also lound ! 
among the remains of these niedneval loresls. A j 
tradition is extant among the luilive New Zealaiid- 
crs that centuries ago the huge birds made war 
on the natives, whom they killed mid devoured in I 
^reat iiuuibers ; and ihat'lliu latter, as n last re- j 
sort, set the furi sts on lire, and destroyed not only 
their enemies, but every piece of timber in the 
eouiilry. Ueoloijical researches, made since the 
Kold discoveries,' eslablisli the laci, however, that 
the native tradition (as usual) is wrong, as ample 
evidence has beun brought to lij^ht to show that 
the timber, the. birds, and tho animals, were des- 
troved by volcanic eruptions.
